standards demand much less than this. 

While at JHS, Mietta became known for her frank sense of 
humor and for her excellence in speech work. She read interpretive 
poetry at the Iowa State Speech Association contest at Des Moines 
Roosevelt in February and received a I rating. She advanced on to 
the state contest to receive a I also. Another of her achievements 
was making the honor roll both semesters of the school year. 

Mietta knows what academics are . Her mother has her masters 
degree and teaches in a Liberian university. Most of her brothers and 
sisters have studied in the states and are college graduates. 

We hated to see Mietta leave. After a year of knowing her, 
we wish she could have stayed indefinitely!
